TURKISH HOPES REVIVED, 


. Lonpon, October Stat. 
In despatches from Constantinople 
Nazim Pasha reports that ‘a great battle 
‘has been in progress sineo the morning 
(yesterday morning), in “which "150,000 
were ongaged on both’ sides. It con- 
cludes: —“ The position ofthe. Turkish 
Army is most. favourable.”

His Excenency—Before we proceed 
with the orders of the day I desire to 
make a short statement with your per- 
mission regarding the , necessity SS @ 

“ economising the. water. supply. It is 
necessary to resort to some further means 
of conserving the available supply of 
water in order to tide over the dry scason 
which bas set in. On the 2ist instant, 
tho reservoirs contained 452 million 
gallons and their ‘contents had been 
depleted during. the preeeding weck to 
the extent of 904 million gallons, If the 
- prosent hours of aupply (2 hours daily 
throughout the Rideé Main Districts and 
constant supply elsewhere) be maintained, 
the rate of dopletion will increase some- 
what 18 the dry. season advances, and I 
consider that it must be cstimated at 23 
million gallona per week. On this basis, 
the water in the reservoirs would last for 
_ 49 weeks from the 21st instant, or until 
the ond of February. As the rains can- 
not be depended upon to commence before 
the middle of May next, it is necessary 
to adopt arrangements which will result 
_in the available atock of water (452 
million gallons) ‘being distributcd over 8 
‘period ‘of, aay, 30 weeks. Tho rate of 
* depletion of the reservoirs must therefore 
be reduced to 15 million gallons per week 
or, say, 2 million galloas per day. - The 
. gtreams, including those intereepted by 
the temporary. pump near Tytam Inter- 
motliate Reservoir, can be depended upon 
to yield about 1 million gallons per day, 
“this admitting of a daily supply of 3 
million gullons. “As the daily consump- 
tion under constant supply amounts to 6 
million gallons or 24 gallons per head 
‘per- day, the diminished supply @ 
millions per Gay) would amount to. 12 
gollons per head por day, which is rather 
yore than the daily consumption in Kow- 
-foon-under. constant supply. No great 
hardship, will therefore be inflicted 
on the population by the proposed 
reduction in - the dsily supply, pro- 
vided. such supply can be uniformly 
distributed.
